COST A MILHON TOWN CHURCHESj MANY FINE BOXES 
CHURCH EDIFICE 


Immense Expense and Remarkable Various Churches of Gettysburg will Disappear 
during 
the 
Night and Fine New Structure at New Oxford 


Preparations for Battle Anniver­ 


sary Celebration. What the Camp 


will Require. 


Approximately $1.OHO,OOO will he ex­ 
pended by the various states of the 
Union and the federal government on 
account of the celebration next July 
of the fiftieth anniversary of the bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg. 
So that the state may provide for 
its share of the immense outlay re­ 
quired for the celebration a bill will 
he offered in the house providing for 
a large appropriation. The federal 
government has already appropriated 
$150,000 conditioned upon a like sum 
being provided by Bennsylvania. 
The appropriations already made 
by the states are: Bennsylvania, $55,- 
000; Connecticut, $10,000; Kentucky, 
$500;Maine, $18,000;Maryland, $2000; 
Montana, $2000; New Jersey, $10,- 
<*i0; New York, 
$275,000; 
Oregon, 
$5000; South Dakota, $10,000; Dela­ 
ware, $2000; 
Indiana, $20,000, and 
Vermont, $10,0(8). 
The appropriations pending in the 
legislatures amount to $172,000, as 
follows: California, $15/**); Colorado, 
$5000; Iowa, $10,000; Massachusetts, 
IMO,(88); Minnesota, $25,000; Missouri, 
$15,000; 
Nebraska, 
$16,000; 
New 
Hampshire, $7500; Ohio, $12,000; Ok­ 
lahoma, $7500; South Carolina, $1000; 
Utah, $10,OCHI; West Virginia, $8000, 
and W isconsin, $12,0(8). 
The quartermaster and commissary 
department of the federal war de­ 
partment have estimated the cost of 
providing on a basis of 40,000 veter­ 
ans. This would run about $6.16U for 
each veteran, or a total of $246,402.97. 
This does not include transportation. 
The estimates indicate 9755 tents, 
including 5300 for visitors, 332 for 
kitchen, 87 for hospitals, 30 for baker­ 
ies and 6 for storage, weighing three­ 
quarters of a million 
pounds, 
and 
worth $253,000. Other estimates are 
for 41,460 cots, 40,000 blankets, 10,- 
000 basins, 
11,350 lanterns, 
60,000 
candles and 5000 buckets. In addition 
there will be 2(H) street signs in the 
camps and 
500 seventy-five candle 
power electric lights, costing $6000. 
The estimate for feetling the multi­ 
tude, for food, equipment, help and 
transportation of help, run to $112,- 
169.87. 
It is further estimated that four 
hundred army ranges, a field bakery 
and a staff of one chief and four as­ 
sistant commissaries, ten sergeants, 
four clerks, 400 cooks, 400 helpers, 
130 bakers, or 1730 men in the prep­ 
aration of food alone will he needed. 
Their wages for seven days wilI be 
about $27,930, the cooks getting $16-, 
800. Each veteran will be provided 
free with a plate, a cup, a knife and 
fork and two spoons. That will cost 
about ten thousand dollars. 
The cost of the meals for forty 
thousand veterans for four days will 
run about $48,000, and the cost of 
meals for the others who will be in 
camp for seven days w'ill run the total 
up to $51,633. The sanitation of the 
kitchens will cost $7383 and of the 
camp itself $17,279.60. 
The War Department has leased 278 
acres at Gettysburg for the housing 
of the forty thousand veterans. It is 
expected that the veterans will be on 
the field for four days. The State will 
transport free the veterans of Benn­ 
sylvania regiments, also those veter­ 
ans residing within its borders. The 
veterans of Pennsylvania commands 
now living outside of the State will be 
transported at the State’s expense 
from the time they reach the State 
line.
